Then on Thursday armed officers were 
called to a second incident in Old Harlow after 
reports of a man being seen with a a handgun 
in Mulberry Green.

Inspector Fusher, pictured right, said: “The 
incidents are not linked but unfortunately 
happened around the same time of each 
other. These offences are very rare in Harlow. 


“Whenever we get a report of a fire¬ 
arm it is always treated very seriously. 
With emergency incidents, calls are 
immediately dispatched once we 
have information from the call takers, 
who dispatch local officers. 

“If there is a need to bring in a fire¬ 
arms response team, that will be author¬ 
ised by a senior officer. There is always a 
senior officer on duty.”

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Robbers threaten cashier with crowbar during raid on bookies 


TWO crowbar-wielding robbers 
threatened a cashier at a Harlow 
betting shop before stealing 
cash from a safe. 

The men dragged the terrified 
employee to the back of 
Jennings Bookmakers, in 
Prentice Place, and forced her to 
open a safe. 

They then stole a three-figure 
sum before making their 
escape. The woman was treated 
at the scene by paramedics. 

This week police stepped up 
patrols around other betting 
shops in the area and appealed 
for witnesses to the raid, which 
took place at 8.40pm on Monday, 
to contact them. 

Detective Chief Inspector Paul 
Maleary said: “An extensive 
inquiry has begun to identify 


the men responsible and I would 
urge anyone who does have 
information to contact us as 
soon as possible. 

“In the meantime I have auth¬ 
orised increased patrols around 
bookmakers in the district as a 
deterrent to other offenders as 
well as to reassure residents.” 

Both robbers had covered 
their faces. The one holding the 
crowbar is described as 6ft tall 
and believed to be in his late 20s 
while his accomplice was short¬ 
er at about 5ft 8ins tall and also 
younger. 

Detectives want anyone who 
was in the Potter Street area 
around the time of the robbery

bourhood inspector earli¬ 
er this year, said that the 
force wanted people to 
report all crimes. 

“We never mind a phone 
call from somebody say¬ 
ing something is happen¬ 
ing in their area and they 
are concerned,” he said. 
“We are pushing people to 
report crime and trying to 
get residents to come in 
and report crime to us. 

“We need people to 
report incidents to us, we 
will listen and we will 
take it seriously.” 

He added: “Fear of crime 
outweighs reported crime 
but crime, generally, is 
going down. These two 
incidents are a rare occur¬ 
rence.” 

Inspector Fusher said 
that as part of an Essex¬ 
wide initiative announced 
by police and crimn com¬ 
missioner Nick Alston, 
officer in Harlow were 
“getting back to the heart 
of the community”. 

As well as enouraging 
residents to report crime, 
the aim is to give the pub¬ 
lic the opportuinity to 
question officers at regu¬ 
lar community meetings 
and street meets. 


Watchdog flags up 
‘high risk’ surgeries 


A HEALTH watchdog has warned 
that two GP surgeries in Harlow 
could be putting patients at risk. 

The Care Quality Commission has 
identified 1,200 practices in England 
which may not be providing safe 
care, including 864 it has catego¬ 
rised as of highest concern. 

Failings include too few practice 
nurses, too few older patients receiv¬ 
ing the winter flu jab and making 
patients wait too long for appoint¬ 
ments. 

The inspector gave the bottom 
mark of Band 1 - ‘highest concern’ 
- to both Addison House Surgery in 
Hamstel Road and Church Langley 
Medical Centre in Church Langley 
Way. 

The CQC made its judgements after 
evaluating each surgery against 38 
indicators designed to highlight 
whether patients could be at “risk” 
or “elevated risk” above and beyond 
what would normally be expected. 

The poorly performing surgeries 
will be prioritised for vigorous, day¬ 
long spot checks over the next two 
years which could lead to the worst 
being closed down.

The surgeries have been placed 
into one of six categories ranging 
from ‘highest concern’ to ‘lowest 
concern’. 

Lister Medical Centre in Staple 
Tye, Nuffield House Doctors Surgery 
in The Stow and Barbara Castle 
Health Centre in Sumners were all 
placed into the ‘lowest concern’ cat¬ 
egory. 

At Addison House Surgery the per¬ 
centage of patients with diabetes, 
who were given a test that measures 
their risk of developing kidney dis¬ 
ease was highlighted as one poten¬ 
tial risk, while at Church Langley 
Medical Centre the dementia diag¬ 
nosis rate was flagged up. 

CQC chief inspector Professor 
Steve Field said most surgeries were 
managing to provide good care 
despite high demand, but added: 
“We’re sadly finding some very poor 
practices. 

“These typically are chaotic, have 
very poor leadership and a lack of 


learning culture. They also have a 
poor skill mix - some don’t have any 
nurses. 

“Patients could be at risk by simple 
things such as by prescribing out-of- 
date medicines and vaccines.” 

One patient, who attends Church 
Langley Medical Centre in Church 
Langley Way said: “We’ve had so 
many problems with the surgery. 
There’s clearly not enough doctors 
there. 

“ It has been a bottleneck since the 
Potter Street surgery closed down 
and compounded by the ever-expa¬ 
nding New Hall. 

“It basically puts unnecessary 
pressure on the hospital because, if 
you can’t wait four weeks to see the 
doctor, that’s your only option if 
you’re in pain and need treatment. 

“The wait to see a doctor is shame¬ 
ful for a western country and one of 
the richest in the developed world. 
It’s absolutely shocking.”

Inquiry to probe claims of 
intimidation in fire service 


CLAIMS that a “culture of 
intimidation” exists with¬ 
in the county’s fire service 
are to be investigated. 

Essex Fire Authority 
chairman Anthony Hedley 
announced it had com¬ 
missioned a wide-ranging 
independent inquiry into 
reports of an intimidatory 
culture within Essex 
County Fire and Rescue 
Service. 

“Terms of reference are 
still to be drawn up but it 
will focus on the impact 
the culture has on staff 
relationships at all levels,” 
said Cllr Hedley. “It is 
hoped all relevant parties 


will support the inquiry.” 

The EFA said it had taken 
the decision following a 
number of incidents which 
had threatened the repu¬ 
tation of the authority and 
the service and which 
were brought to its atten¬ 
tion in a confidential 
report by Acting Chief Fire 
Officer Adam Eckley. 

He added the inquiry 
would not examine the 
actions of individuals who 
are currently the subject 
of criminal proceedings 
concerning allegations of 
misconduct at the former 
Tilbury Fire Station bet¬ 
ween 1987 and 1998. 


Problem with a gas 
main to blame for 
business unit blaze 

A FIRE at a business unit in Harlow 
was started by a problem with a gas 
main, an investigation has revealed. 

Crews from Harlow, Old Harlow 
and Sawbridgeworth were sent to 
tackle the fire in the building at the 
St James Centre in East Road on 
Friday afternoon. 

When they arrived they reported 
that 30 per cent of the building, 
which measures 20 metres by 20 
metres, was engulfed in flames. 

An aerial ladder platform was sent 
from Chelmsford to help them 
extinguish the fire. 

Once the fire was out two thermal 
imaging cameras were used to 
check for hotspots before crews left 
the site.

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Council told it can 
use force to move 
group of Travellers 

HARLOW Council has been 
given the green light by a court 
to use force if necessary to dis¬ 
perse a group of Travellers who 
have already been evicted six 
times in the past year. 

In the latest move magistrates 
at Chelmsford authorised the 
council, if necessary, to forci¬ 
bly evict the group who are 
currently encamped on a site 
in Horsecroft Road. 

James Hutchon, appearing on 
behalf of the council, told the 
court that business owners on 
the neartby industrial estate 
had complained because their 
customers and clients were 
“unable or unwilling” to visit 
because of the Travellers. 

He said there was no sugges¬ 
tion the Travellers were respon¬ 
sible for any form of intimida¬ 
tion other than by their pres¬ 
ence.” 

But he added: “This group has 
moved around the Harlow area 
for over a year now and we have 
had to come to court seven 
times in a year.” 

Mr Hutchon said “persons 
unknown” would be given 24 
hours after the order was 
served on them by lunchtime 
yesterday (Wednesday) before 
any enforcement action was 
taken. 

He continued : “This group is 
known to wait until the order 
has been made and then move 
on. Sometimes it’s on to private 
land and sometimes on to 
other Harlow District Council 
land.” 
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Man told girl, 13, to 
send him indecent 
pictures of herself 



RICKY GOWARD-WHITE 


A FATHER who asked a 13-year-old girl 
to take indecent photos of herself on her 
mobile phone and send them to him has 
been jailed for four years. 

A judge at Chelmsford Crown Court 
said Ricky Goward-White, 25, of Long 
Banks, Harlow, had played a part in the 
corruption of the girl, who the prosecu¬ 
tion said had befriended scores of men 
with whom she was “sexting”. 

Kate Davey, prosecuting, gave details 
of a police investigation into the activi¬ 
ties that took place between the girl, who 
lives in Scotland, and a string of men. 
“Two hundred cases arise from it,” she 
said. 

The court was told Goward-White was 
not connected to any of the other cases. 

Ms Davey said that when police were 
first alerted by the girl’s mother, who was 
concerned that her daughter was con¬ 
tacting strangers over the internet, they 
launched an investigation which led 
them to find Goward-White’s address. 

The phone he used was registered in 
his wife’s name but he accepted he had 
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contacted the girl and he was arrested in 
April 2013. 

Of 31 indecent images of young girls 
aged 12-14 stored on the phone, all but 
four were of the Scottish girl. 

Ms Davey said Goward-White had pre¬ 
tended he was younger than he was and 
had exchanged images with the girl, 
going into his car to take pictures of him¬ 
self for more privacy. 

The messages between them, which 
included him asking for pictures, ran 
into three figures. 

The court heard that he had urged her 
to take photos, saying: “If you love me 
you will do this.” 

Goward-White pleaded guilty to two 
offences of inciting the girl to engage in 
sexual activity between June 20 and July 
27, 2012 and to one offence of possessing 
indecent images of her. 

Clare Dowse, representing him, said in 


mitigation: “The girl was in contact with 
a large number of men but he was not 
linked to any of those men in any way. 
He is not part of any group.” 

Passing sentence, judge Anthony 
Goldstaub commented on the girl’s own 
activities, adding: “She is a girl who, by 
the sound of it, could fill a prison on her 
own.” But he said what Goward-White 
had done was morally and personally 
degrading to the child. 

“You corrupted her to some extent, 
although I appreciate she was a child 
who appeared to engage in communica¬ 
tions with many other men as well as 
yourself,” he added. “But you played 
your part in her corruption.” 

He said the girl would grow up in the 
knowledge that pictures of her may sur¬ 
face on the internet at any time. 

Goward-White was ordered to sign the 
sex offenders’ register indefinitely and 
the judge made a sexual offences pre¬ 
vention order for seven years which will 
limit and monitor his access to underage 
children and the internet. 


Leisurezone to

The Cold War dominated 
international relations 
between the East and West 
for decades and the 
exhibition tells the story 
from the end of the Second 
World War to the fall of the 
Berlin Wall 25 years ago.

Food firm set 
for Tesco site 


A COMPANY which distributes food to 
the catering industry is to move to the 
former Tesco warehouse site at Flex 
Meadow in Harlow. 

Brakes, which supplies food to pubs, 
restaurants, hotels, workplaces, educa¬ 
tional establishments and healthcare 
facilities, will close its depots in Bishop’s 
Stortford and Chelmsford and transfer 
operations to Harlow. 

The company said that it was unable to 
say how many staff at the two depots 
would be affected by the decision until it 
had entered into consultations with them. 

The company said that it was going 
through a “business transformation pro¬ 
cess” to meet customer service needs. 

A spokesman said: “A significant part of 
this transformation is a move to a multi¬ 
temperature distribution network, with 
sufficient network capacity on a national 
and regional basis to support our growth 
plans, a large part of which we expect to 
come from the south east.” 

Hundreds of jobs were lost at the site 
when Tesco announced last year it was 
closing the distribution centre and relo¬ 
cating operations to a new depot at 
Dagenham, sparking angry protest from 
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workers. 

The matter was raised in Parliament 
when Harlow MP Robert Halfon secured a 
debate in the House of Commons. 

Brakes said the site would be altered to 
create a regional distribution centre, add¬ 
ing the move represented a “significant” 
investment in its distribution network. 

This week Councillor Tony Durcan, 
Harlow Council’s portfolio holder for 
regeneration and enterprise, said: “It is 
very good news that a major food distribu¬ 
tion company not only wants to relocate 
to Harlow but also grow and expand its 
operations. 

“Along with the recent opening of the 
Poundland distribution centre this is an 
encouraging development for Harlow, 
especially when the community was hit 
so hard when the Tesco distribution cen¬ 
tre closed last year. 

“The council is looking forward to work¬ 
ing with the Brakes Group and exploring 
what opportunities an expanding and 
growing business can bring for the local 
community.”

AN amateur runner who donated 
bone marrow to a leukaemia 
patient seven years ago will take 
on his third marathon to raise 
money for charity. 

Paul Falco, 44, of Old Road, Old 
Harlow, first donated marrow 
to leukaemia patient David 
Smirthwaite in 2007. 

The following year he 
made a second donation of 
his blood lymphocyte cells. 

Sadly, David died in 2011. 

Paul and David met after 
a two-year confidentiality 
period. 

“Everything went great at 
first,” said Paul, who will be 
running the Florence Marathon 
on November 30. “David still 
had to deal with a great number 
of challenge, but he had made 
amazing progress.” 

“Meeting David was special, 
it was like meeting someone 
famous that you had admired 
and loved from afar and now 
you were going to be sitting 
and talking with them. 

“I thought he would fully 
recover and we would be friends 
forever and share family 
memories. I still wish for that 
now. 

“Even knowing what I know 
now, I would do it again in a 
heartbeat. Donating helped 
make me a better person.” 

Paul said it was the memory 
of David that helped him 
complete his first two 
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marathons in Amsterdam and Berlin. 
“I talk to him, tell him to push me 
through with some of the later 
miles which are very tough,” 
he said. 

So far Paul has raised 
£1,518.75 for the Anthony 
Nolan charity, formerly the 
Anthony Nolan Trust. It 
matches individuals willing 
to donate blood, stem cells 
or bone marrow to those 
with blood cancer and 
blood disorders who need 
lifesaving transplants.

Mr Halfon plans to deliver copies of the 
survey, which has a freepost reply, to 35,000 
households across the town.

£500,000 to St Clare Hospice. This 
investment has been reflected in the 
professionalism and hard work of 
consultants, doctors and nurses which has 
seen a 43 per cent decrease in complaints to 
PAH in the last year,and the number of 
compliments increasing dramatically. 

“Waiting times continue to fall with 95 per 
cent of patients being seen within the four- 
hour A&E target.” 

Earlier this year, Mr Halfon ran a major 
campaign to cut the cost of what he branded 
“rip-off” parking charges at NHS hospitals 
which resulted in the Government issuing 
new guidelines. 

Street lights to stay on 
in a ‘seasonal gesture’ 

STREET lights will stay on in the early hours

A TELEVISION documentary made 
by the BBC about Harlow New 
Town and first broadcast in 1982 show 
the issues of 30 years ago are just as 
relevant today. 

The programme - Changing Places: 
Nearly New Town (Harlow) - features 
interviews with the original town 
planner, community leaders and 
residents, as well as archival footage 
spanning four decades. 

Conceived in 1946, the ‘new town’ 
of Harlow was destined to provide 
adequate futures for those residents 
of London heavily affected by the 
Blitz. 

A central feature of this film, 
which can be viewed at the East 
Anglian Film Archive, is an 
interview with architect and town 
planner Frederick Gibberd, who 
begins by outlining the history of

the plan to fit Harlow within the 
existing landscape, and provide a 
‘balanced town’ to allow for the 
integration of all kinds of people, 
living in all kinds of houses. 

Archival footage announces 
Harlow as a “young people’s town”, 
where children are free to play 
without risk of traffic, and where 
well-equipped and modern schools 
are closely related to their 
neighbourhoods. 

It was also envisaged that Harlow 
would allow residents to live and 
work in the same area, with 
factories linked to residential zones 
by cycleways free from motor 
traffic.

A MAN who left a Harlow woman in terror after 
subjecting her to persistent harassment has 
been banned from entering the town. 

Danny Humphries, 52, left his victim “terri¬ 
fied” after repeatedly hounding her in breach of 
an earlier court order barring him from contact¬ 
ing her. 

Humphries, of Erdington in Birmingham, was 
jailed for eight months at Chelmsford Crown 
Court in May last year. He was convicted of har¬ 
assment and breaching a suspended sentence 
order. 

He was also served with a fresh restraining 
order which this time banned him from going 
within a mile of Harlow. 

Three senior judges at London’s Appeal Court 
have now ruled there were “no arguable 
grounds” for challening that order.

Mum-of-three pocketed 
£4k in benefits swindle 


A MOTHER-of-three who claimed more than 
£4,000 in benefits she was not entitled to has 
been given a 12-month community order. 

Chelmsford Magistrates Court was told 
Stevi-Jade Ballard, 28, of Spinning Wheel 
Mead, Harlow, had failed to declare to the 
authorities she was living with her boyfriend. 

Ballard pleaded guilty to two offences of fail¬ 
ing to promptly notify Harlow Council and the 
Department of Work and Pensions that her 


circumstances had changed between June 
and December last year. 

Philip Pearson, prosecuting, told the court 
the total overpayment Ballard received in 
housing benefit and income support was 
£4,215.61 

He said she failed to declare that she was liv¬ 
ing with her partner Dean Hinton, who was in 
work, and she continued to claim the benefits. 

Kate Armstrong, representing Ballard, said 


initially Mr Hinton was offered a place to stay 
for a few nights when he lost his accommoda¬ 
tion. It later turned into a relationship between 
them. 

Ballard accepted she had failed to notify the 
authorities because she was under financial 
pressure. “She has outstanding debts and will 
have for the next 20 years,” said Ms Armstrong. 

Ballard was also ordered to complete 60 
hours of unpaid work and pay costs of £145.

THIS month's column provides information 
on three schemes that may be of help if you 
think your are entitled to help with your 
winter fuel bills. 

You may be entitled to a £140 discount on 
your electricity bill through the Warm Home 
Discount Scheme. 

You qualify if on July 12, 2014 your supplier 
was part of the scheme, your name or your 
partner’s was on the bill and you were getting 
the guarantee credit element of pension 
credit (even if you were getting savings credit 
as well). 

If you qualify under the main scheme you 
should receive a letter confirming this. 
Contact the Warm Home Discount Team on 
0345 603 9439 for further information. 

Many suppliers offer the same discount to 
other customers, including working people 
on low income. For further details contact 
your electricity supplier. 

Winter fuel payments are paid to people 
who were born on or before July 5, 1952. This 
date changes every year. The payments are

tax free and do not affect other benefits, 
although some exclusions apply. 

The payment depends on your 
circumstances during the qualifying week. 
The qualifying week this winter is September 
15-21. 

Ordinarily, you must be resident in Great 
Britain or be covered by the rules governing 
another European Economic Area country or 
Switzerland. 

Payments range between £100 and £300 
depending on your circumstances. 

You need to claim a winter fuel payment if 
you’ve not had one before and you don’t get 
specified benefits or a state pension. 

Most people who are entitled receive a 
payment without making a claim. If you need 
to make a claim, contact the Winter Fuel 
Payment Centre on 08459 151515. 

If you receive pension credit, income 
support, income-based job seekers 
allowance, income related employment and 
support allowance or universal credit, you 
may be entitled to a Cold Weather Payment. 
With the exception of pension credit, other 
conditions apply - mostly relating to children 
under the age of five or people with 
disabilities being part of the claim. 

Payments of £25 per week are made for each 
seven-day period between November 1 and 
March 31 when the local temperature is 
recorded as, or forecast to be, an average of 
zero degrees Celsius or below over seven 
consecutive days. 

If you are entitled you should receive a 
payment automatically. Contact your 
Jobcentre Plus Office or Pension Centre if you 
think you should have received a payment 
but it hasn’t arrived.

Your local hospital really needs 
your help this winter to ensure we 
deliver the best care possible to all 
our patients.

Every month we see around 1,800 
patients in A&E who are not 
emergencies and who should have 
sought medical help elsewhere, 
such as from their local pharmacy 
or GP. 

This puts a huge strain on our 
doctors and nurses and takes them 
away from dealing with real 
emergencies - any one of which 
could involve a member of your 


family or a close friend or 
neighbour. 

The first port of call for non¬ 
emergencies and when your GP 
surgery is closed is the fantastic 
NHS 111 service which you can 
access for free from your landline 
or mobile by simply dialling 111. 

A member of the team will assess 
you, provide advice and direct you 
to the local service that can help 
you best. They’re available 24 
hours a day, 7 days a week, 365 
days a year. 

The NHS 111 team will book an 
appointment for you, if necessary, 
or transfer you directly to the 
people you need to speak to. And if 
an adviser thinks you need an 
ambulance, they’ll immediately 
arrange for one to be sent to you. 

Please spread the word about the 
right use of A&E this winter and 
ensure that patients who are real 
emergencies get the care they 
need as quickly as possible.

Bold choice for teenager’s debut as a director 


THIS dark, disturbing play examines 
the catastrophic effects society can 
wreak on the human condition, 
dehumanising and degrading the 
spirit until death comes as the only 
release.

Kerry Rowland, Dan Powell and 


Hazel Owen, who all delivered 
powerful, effective performances. 
Dan also took the role of Frank's 
cheery friend Andy, intimating that 
Woyzeck is unable to trust even 
those closest to him. 

At one point the audience took 
part in community singing led by 
Marie's friend Maggie (Maisie 
Humphreys, in fine voice) but it's 
a joyless experience as a drunken 
street mob taunts Woyzeck. 

In the end, the paranoid and 
despairing soldier kills Marie and 
commits suicide. But even then he 
is unable to escape persecution as a 
member of the raucous mob (Joan 


Lanario) stands cackling over his 
dead body. 

Promenade staging brought 
the audience close to the action 
but without raked seating it was 
sometimes difficult to see and hear 
everything that was going on. 

Nevertheless, 17-year-old student 
Harry Tennison was brave and 
imaginative in selecting this grim 
and challenging work to make his 
directorial debut. It was a bold 
choice, delivered with energy and 
enthusiasm, and bodes well for the 
future of Harlow's longest-running 
drama group.

FOR some time environmentalists and 
horticulturists have been urging gardeners 
to let their grass grow a bit longer, leave 
at least one area of their garden wild and 
create nooks and crannies in the form of 
log piles to allow wildlife to flourish. 

Now, with the recent launch of the 
Government's bee and pollinator 
strategy - a 10-year plan announced by 
environment secretary Elizabeth Truss - 
we can do more to encourage a flower- 
rich habitat to provide more homes for 
wild honey bees, bumblebees, butterflies 
and other pollinators. 

Scientists warn that British bees are in 
serious decline, with 71 of our wild bee 
species under threat and more than 20 
already extinct. Loss of habitat and forage 
are the main problems facing wild bees. 

The strategy is supported by the Call 
to Action - Bees' Needs: Food and a 
Home , launched earlier this year on www. 
beesneeds.org.uk to offer a wealth of tips 
on how to help these valuable creatures 
flourish in our gardens. Guidelines 
include: 

• Grow more flowers, shrubs and trees 
that provide nectar and pollen as food 
for bees and other pollinators throughout 
the year - pussy willow, primroses and 
crocuses in spring, lavenders, meadow 
cranesbill and ox-eye daisies in summer, 
ivy and hebes in autumn and mahonia 
shrubs and cyclamen in winter. 

• Leave patches of land to grow wild with 
plants like stinging nettles and dandelions 
to provide other food sources (such as 
leaves for caterpillars) and breeding places 
for butterflies and moths. 

• Cut grass less often and ideally remove 
the cuttings to allow plants to flower. 

• Avoid disturbing or destroying nesting 
or hibernating insects in places like grass 
margins, bare soil, hedgerows, trees, dead 
wood or walls. 

• Think carefully about whether to use 
pesticides, especially where pollinators 
are active or nesting or where plants

are in flower. Consider control methods 
appropriate to your situation and only use 
pesticides if absolutely necessary. 

People should understand that the 
beauty of a flower has nothing to do with 
its nectar content. Modern plant breeding 
has tended to value showy flowers more 
highly than the welfare of the insect 
world, so the latest double begonia or 
frilly carnation probably won't attract 
pollinators. 

Double flower varieties have extra petals 
but produce less pollen and nectar. For 
example, a study comparing four varieties 
of dahlia found that the double 'pompom' 


and 'semi-cactus' varieties were less 
attractive than open-flowered varieties. 

Many good nectar plants have 
inconspicuous flowers and often old- 
fashioned ones are the best, but that 
doesn't mean they have to be boring. 
Foxgloves, hellebores, wallflowers, 
red valerian, ice plant and Verbena 
bonariensis all produce loads of nectar, as 
do many winter-flowering heathers. 

It's also important to provide good 
nectar sources for as much of the year as 
you can. 

Social species like bumblebees need food 
for the queen bees in spring when they 


are founding the nest, throughout the 
summer for the workers to rear the 
young, and finally at the end of the 
season for the young queens to build 
up fat stores before hibernating for 
the winter. 

Late-flowering, nectar-rich plants 
include dahlia, fuchsia (single 
varieties), Michaelmas daisies, 
marigolds, lavender and knapweeds. 
Ivy is a good autumn source of nectar 
for a range of species including honey 
bees, ivy bees and hoverflies, and is 
the larval food plant of the holly blue 
butterfly.

MAKING a Christmas cake is a bit of 
an epic challenge, isn't it? First there's 
the planning, then the mixing, the 
months of feeding it booze, baking, 
making marzipan and finally the icing. 

It's not surprising one in five people 
now buy a Christmas cake from the 
supermarket and pass it off as our 
own. Less than half of us make the 
effort to bake our own cake because 
we just don't think we're capable. 

We might love a bit of Bake Off 
and attempt the odd batch of biscuits 
here and there, but a Christmas cake 
is serious business, right? Wrong. And 
Rachel Allen is here to prove it. 

Not only can her delicious cake be 
made on Christmas Eve but it's so 
easy she reckons each and every one 
of us can bake it. 

She insists this cake is easier than 
making a Victoria sponge. "It doesn't 
need to rise," she says, "you just 
bung everything in together and 
bake it. 

"I like to include lots of other dried 
fruit, rather than just raisins, sultanas 
and currants but feel free to play 
around with that. I love the toffee 
flavour of dates and crystallized 
ginger with the sugar on." 

And as for feeding the cake with 
alcohol, as long as the fruit's soaked 
for at least two hours that's more 
than enough. If you do have time you 
can leave it to get sozzled for a couple 
of days. 

Christmas cakes obviously take 
a while to cook but once all the 
ingredients are combined, Rachel 
pops it into the oven and gets to work on the 
icing. 

This isn't your traditional Christmas cake. It's 
iced with an almond paste which, says Rachel., 
"is a bit like marzipan but so much nicer". 

Getting the paste to come together is a 
bit of an effort and you may feel you want 
to add more water (or brandy) but keep at 
it and it will probably be fine. Tip the last

RACHEL ALLEN’S CHRISTMAS CAKE WITH TOASTED ALMOND PASTE 


150g sultanas

In a large mixing 
bowl, cream the 
butter very well.

alcohol left in the bowl. 

Transfer into the prepared cake tin and bake 
for between two-and-a-half to three-and-a- 
quarter hours. A skewer inserted into the 
centre of the cake will come out clean when 
the cake is cooked. 

Pour another tablespoon or two of whisky or 
brandy over the top of the cake as soon as it 
comes out of the oven. Cover the cake, still in 
the tin, with foil to keep the top of the cake 
nice and soft while it’s cooling. Once the cake 
has cooled, remove it from the tin and cover 
again in tin foil, until you’re ready to cover it 
with almond paste. 

To make the paste preheat the oven to 
220C/425F/gas mark 7. Mix the ground 
almonds and sugar together in a bowl. In 
another bowl, beat the eggs, add the brandy or 
whisky and a couple of drops of almond 
essence, then add to the dry ingredients and 
mix to a stiff paste. 

Sprinkle the worktop with icing sugar, turn 
out the almond paste and work lightly until 
smooth. 

Remove all tin foil and greaseproof paper 
from the cake. Take about half of the almond 
paste and place it on a worktop that has been 
dusted with icing sugar. Roll until it is about 
1cm thick.

Paint the top of the cake with the lightly- 
beaten egg white and put the cake, sticky side 
down, onto the almond paste. Cut around the 
edge of the cake, then carefully turn the cake 
the right side up with the lid of almond paste 
attached to the top. 

Measure the circumference and height of the 
cake. Roll out two long strips of almond paste 
(to the length of the circumference) and trim 
both edges to the height of the cake with a 
palette knife. Paint both the cake and the 
almond paste lightly with egg white. Press the 
strip against the sides of the cake - do not 
overlap or there will be a bulge. Use a straight¬ 
sided water glass to even the edges and 
smooth the join. Rub the cake well with your 
hand (or cake smoother or palette knife) to 
ensure a nice flat surface. 

At this stage, place the cake on a baking tray. 
Roll out the remainder of the almond paste to 
approximately 5mm thick and cut out star, 
heart, holly or Santa shapes. Paint the whole 
surface of the cake with some beaten egg yolk 
and stick the shapes on top and around the 
sides. Brush the shapes with egg yolk. 

Bake the cake in the centre of a preheated 
oven for 10-20 minutes until lovely and golden. 
Remove from the oven, allow to cool and then 
transfer to a plate.

Once you're done - Rachel recommends 
rolling a glass around the sides to ensure there

shapes from the leftover paste, cover it in egg 
wash and bake it for 20 minutes.

Katnis, having barely survived the Third 
Quarter Quell and now separated from 
fellow tributes Peeta (Josh Hutcherson) 
and Johanna (Jena Malone), gathers her 
strength in a secret underground complex. 

Her allies include childhood friend Gale 
Hawthorne (Liam Hemsworth), mentor 
Haymitch Abernathy (Woody Harrelson), 


chaperone Effie Trinket 
(Elizabeth Banks), architect 
of the rebellion Plutarch 
Heavensbee (Philip Seymour 
Hoffman) and District 13 
president Alma Coin (Julianne 
Moore).

Meanwhile, Snow initiates his 
own forceful media campaign 
fronted by Caesar Flickerman 
(Stanley Tucci) and a clearly 
disoriented Peeta. 

The Hunger Games: 

Mockingjay - Part 1 is the calm 
before the storm of full-blown 
conflict. It's a slower burn than 
previous films and lacks some 
of the on-screen electricity 
since Katniss and Peeta are 
separated, but Lawrence 
burns bright as the eponymous girl 
on fire. 

Effie's role is expanded from the 
book to bring some comic relief to the 
subterranean gloom, but as Part 1 makes 
abundantly and agonisingly clear, you 
have to sacrifice innocent lives to sweep 
away the past.

A LTHOUGH we have been 
expecting the Bank of 
England to announce a rise 
in the base rate for a while, 
it now looks as if it won’t be 
until the tail end of 2015. 

The Bank has forecast that 
in order to avoid damaging 
the economy, any increases 
in the cost of borrowing will 
be in small jumps of just 
0.25 percentage points and 
these will be spread over a 
period of several years, 
reaching 3.25 per cent by 
2018. 

The last time there was a 
rate rise was more than 
seven years ago, so it may 
seem a little disconcerting 
at first. However, it is worth 
remembering that back in 
the 1980s borrowers 
survived far larger 
increases in mortgage 
rates. 

The good news is that with 
inflation falling, pay rises 
low and a housing bubble 
averted there is very little 
inflationary pressure on 
interest rates, meaning 
those rates could rise even 
more slowly. 

The lenders’ trade body, 
the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders, has published a 
ready reckoner on its 
website looking at the effect 
of a 0.25 per cent rise in 
mortgage rates. You can 
adjust it to alter the effect of 
other increases, depending 
on the size of loan and the 
time left to repay it. 

It shows, for instance, that 
someone with 20 years to 
repay £250,000 would need 
to find just £33 a month 
extra if their rate increased 
from 3.22 per cent (the 
current average mortgage 
rate being paid by 
borrowers) to 3.47 per cent. 
That would take their 
monthly payments from 
£1,429 to £1,462. 

Clearly that is just a single 
baby step but it does put it 
into some kind of 
perspective. 

Taking steps in advance to 
work out what the effect on 
your payments might be, 
and planning ahead, will 
mean that most borrowers 
will be able to cope by 
careful budgeting.

Rimmer calls time after 
17 years with the Star

STAR sports reporter David 
Rimmer has left the newspaper 
after 17 years. 

Rimmer first came to Herts & 
Essex Newspapers as a freelancer 
when his predecessor Richard 
White fell ill and then was forced to 
step down, and he was taken on 
full-time. 

Rimmer quickly became a famil¬ 
iar site to the sports clubs around 
Harlow and Bishop’s Stortford. 

He made many trips to Harlow 
Town’s old ground at the 
Sportcentre, and always said for¬ 
mer Hawks Marc Salmon was the 
best player he had watched live, 
covering hundreds upon hundreds 
of non-league games. 

Salmon was a supremely skilful 
and classy attacking player at the 
club in the late 1990s and early 
2000s, and scored goals aplenty. 

It was back in Eddie McClusky’s 
reign as Harlow Town FC manager 
around the 1998-99 season that 
Rimmer earned the nickname 
‘Didcot Dave’. 

This was after accompanying the 
Harlow Town team to Didcot for a 
football match. 

He was in typical faithful Labrador 
mode as he tried to retrieve the ball 
after it had been kicked out into 
touch, by leaping over a fence. 

However, he somehow managed 
to rip his coat in half and the now 
coatless Rimmer froze on the coach 
ride back. 

But, several months later the 
Harlow players had a whip round to 
pay for a new coat. They must have 
felt guilty. 

He was also the target of a prank 
when he was invited to attend a 
Harlow Town FC training session - 
and had Ralgex or something simi¬ 
lar added to his shorts. 

He has always blamed former 
Harlow and Bishop’s Stortford play¬ 
er Lee Claridge for this. Alas we will 
never know the truth. 

They also call him Jonah at Harlow 
as they seem to lose every time he 
watches them. 

Rimmer and I went to the old 
ground to present Neil Moore with 
a special cake to mark his 500th 
Hawks appearance a few years ago. 


We arranged for our photographer 
to be there, and it was with great 
amusement when I later saw the 
photos only to see Rimmer had a 
look of complete terror on his face. 
He looked like a serial killer. I said 
‘couldn’t you have smiled?’. 

That’s no reflection on ‘Mooro’ as 
we were both delighted he had 
reached this milestone. David just 
didn’t feel too comfortable I guess. 

Although my favourite memory of 
Rimmer is when he was interview¬ 
ing a player at Harlow Town and the 
son of former chairman Jeff 
Bothwell butted into this interview 
and started speaking. Rimmer was 
having none of this and just put his 
palm up towards the lad’s face in a 
‘stop’ action. 

He said nothing, but then turned 
and carried on his interview. 
Bothwell’s son walked away discon¬ 
solately. 


And Rimmer’s jaw dropped open 
when he was asked if West Indies 
legend Desmond Haynes could sit 
next to him at Harlow Town Cricket 
Club’s Lashings match in the sum¬ 
mer. 

Although he loved most sports, 
cricket was always his number one 
obsession. 

Readers of the sports pages will be 
all too aware of his treks to far away 
grounds. 

In fact, for one Bishop’s Stortford 
FC match at Blyth Spartans near 
Newcastle he actually left on the 
Friday night, and returned on the 
early hours of the following Sunday. 

His reason - he wanted to save the 
company money by getting a cheap 
coach, but the only one coming 
back was a sleeper so he left at 11pm 
on Saturday evening. 

He returned to his Hertford home 
at about 8am - a very long couple of 


days indeed. 

All that way and Stortford didn’t 
even win! 

He did get some words of thanks 
from the then Blues manager, for¬ 
mer Tottenham and England goal¬ 
keeper Ian Walker. 

That season, when the Blues were 
playing in the Conference North 
division facing cash-crippling trips, 
Rimmer also went to Workington - 
he was determined to make the 
journey for Stortford’s furthest ever 
trip to play a league match. 

Rimmer would often go and see a 
player in hospital if they had broken 
a leg or such like, and I’m sure this 
is why he is held in such high regard 
by so many people in the areas he 
covered. 

He has received ties and coats 
from some of the sports clubs he 
has reported on, in recognition of 
his coverage.
